TUB MOOJJ'S INFLUENCE ofc THE 


TIDE.—Scientific men appear to agree, 
'or the most part, in the opinion that 
the tides are affected by the aun aod 
)ther causes, as well as by the moon, 
jut that the moon's influence on the 
;ide is about double that of tha gun. 
The 
calculated effect on the tides, 


therefore, would be that, when the sun 
and moon are on the same oc opposite 
sides of the earth, the water should be 
three feet deeper, while it should be 
one foot deeper when they are at quar* 
*rs; their forces act together in the 
irst case, and against each other in the 
alter. ]n regard to the oft-ropeated 
question, as to why the whole earth 
does not yield to the influence of these 
brces and get squeezed out of shape, 
he most plausible reply ia that which 
contradicts the geological hypothesis 
hat the earth has merely a solid crust 
and is molten in the interior; it is ar- 
;ued, in fact, against tbe Utter theory, 
.hat, if it were true, the shell would 
lave to be perpetually rigid in order 
or it to keep in shape, and that, un- 
ess it were scores of times even more 
igid than steel, it would yield to the 
orces, and taking the form of equilib 
ium, there would of course, be no such 
ihenomeaa ai tides.
